The same 
is true of those of Oriental heritage. Ev en 
the Indians, whose ancestors liv ed here for 
centuries before any black, white or y ellow 
men came, are still more tribal than 
American. 


The Negro, howev er, is for the most part 
purely American in mentality because not 
the least sin of the slav e trader was the 
brutal breaking of all cultural ties to Africa 
of those he enslav ed. For these most 
displaced of all persons, .say s Trueblood. it 
was America or nothing. 
Though an effort is being made today to

Soviet Prepares Hot Time 
For Nixon's Berlin Visit

WASHINGTON (NEA) 
The difficu lty President Nix on will hay e in coming to 
grips with the Sov iet Union on the Middle East, arms con­ 
trol or V’ietnam is ex emplified by some cu riou s Ru ssian 
maneu v ering on Nix on’s forthcoming v isit to West Berlin. 
The East Germans, backed by Moscow, are now harass­ 
ing mov ement from West Germany into the former German 
capital. 
Publicly , the Sov iet Union through the official 
paper Izv estia warned .Nix on it would be better for him to 
stay away from Berlin. He was told his v isit would make 
the situation worse. 
Bu t. priv ately , the Kremlin has assu red Nix on that as far 
as the Sov iet Union and East Germany are concerned, he 
is welcome in West Berlin and that nothing will happen 
from their side to mar his v isit. They promised to keep 
their people u nder control. 
Bu t there’5 more than one paradox in the Berlin qu estion. 
With straight faces, the Ru ssians and East Germans say 
the root Berlin problem is that West Germany has no right 
to hold its presidential elections there. Su ch elections are, 
they say . contrary to the fou r-power agreements on Berlin. 


Bu t by these same agreements. East Berlin is in pre­ 
cisely the same statu s as the western sector of the city . 
Yet the East Germans regu larly hold their elections in 
East Berlin. This is w’here the East German national legis­ 
latu re meets. The seat of national gov ernment is there. 
So what the Ru ssians say depends on whose ox is being 
gored. 
All this makes it v ery difficu lt indeed for Nix on as he 
prepares to negotiate with Ru ssia’s Leonid Brezhnev . 
Reaching an agreement with Moscow is a formidable bu t 
not necessarily impossible task. 


Bu t how can a Western president predict how the Krem­ 
lin will interpret an agreement, once signed? 
President Kennedy ran into some of these same difificul- 
ties the y ear he took office. On Aug. 1 2 -1 3 , 1 96 1 , a bluster­ 
ing K h r u s h c h e v v iolated the four-power agreements, 
brought into being the Berlin wall and v irtually ex cluded 
the .Allies from a v oice in East Berlin. In October of the 
sam e y ear he broke the U.S.-Sov iet v erbal agreements 
against the atmospheric testing of nuclear weapons. As 
time went on the noose was more tightly drawn around 
West Berlin. 


It wasn’t u ntil Kennedy stood “ey eball to ey eball” 
against Khru shchev in the Cu ban missile crisis that the 
Sov iet Union changed cou rse. 
These ex periences giv e strength to those State Depart­ 
ment and White Hou se adv isers who argu e that no u nder­ 
standing with the Sov iet Union will hav e meaning u nless 
there is some rigorou s enforceable penalty for transgres­ 
sion.

Shou ld I go into the hospital, be pu t to sleep and 
hav e all my teeth taken ou t at the sam e time*’ Do 
y ou adv ise hav ing dentu res m ade as soon as the 
ex tractions are com plete? 
ANSW’E R ; I can’t adv ise y ou on y ou r special case 
bu t. 
in 
general, 
hospitalization 
for 
m u ltiple 
ex tractions and bone trim m ing has many adv antages 
ov er sim ilar procedu res done in most priv ate office. 
In either case, hospital or office, a preoperativ e 
phy sical ex am ination by a phy sician is desirable in 
order to ev alu ate y ou r general health and y ou r 
ability 
to tolerate the general anesthesia 
and 
su rgical procedu res. 
Preparing y ou r new dentu res shou ld not wait u ntil 
after the ex tractions. They shou ld be m ade ready 
beforehand and placed in y ou r m ou th im m ediately 
after su rgery , before y ou ev en wake u p. 
What are the adv antages? One patient pu t it this 
way : 'T didn't feel like smiling for a cou ple of day s, 
bu t I ’m so glad I got the whole thing ov er with at 
one tim e, while I was asleep. When I woke u p, my 
new teeth w ere in my m ou th !" 
M ore im portant, thou gh, is that in the hospital 
y ou are cared for by a health team , inclu ding 
anesthetist, nu rses, dental intern, oral su rgeon and. 
som etim es, the dentist who m ade y ou r teeth. They 
are well-trained as a team to perform the su rgery - 
and cope with em ergencies that might arise. Of 
cou rse, this high-caliber care is av ailable in priv ate 
offices of many oral su rgeons, too. 
F u rth e r adv antages of hospitalization are that the 
sam e team that operated on y ou can ov ersee y ou r 
post-operativ e care in the recov ery room and later, 
in y ou r priv ate room. The su rgeon or his intern can 
check u p on y ou r condition and prescribe anv 
needed m edication, with instru ctions to nu rses for 
treatm ent care The dentist who m ade y ou r teeth 
can check u p on y ou r dentu re care and comfort. 
Usu ally an ov ernight stay in the hospital is all 
that s necessary bu t. on occasion, depending on y ou r 
general health, a longer stay is desirable.
